There is no method hy which all can be 
pleased. Where several men wish the same 
duty and it can be giv en to but one man 
there will Hlways be complaints, fault-find- 
ing and charges of favoritism. It la only 
necessary to say that the experience of the 
best officers of the navy show that thi 
"favorites" are the men of ability, who an 
ready and intelligent In the performane» ot 
their duties. The men who complain of he 
Ing badly treated ar«i, as a rule, men wltl 
mall ability. Incompetent or of bad habit* 
Under the board system much time of fou 
f the most import ant officers of the nav 
department was wasted over the eonsldera 
tion of small things, which could be mor 
promptly and efficiently attended to by ou, 
man. There was no real responsibility fo 
orders issued, because in the nature of things 
it is impossible for the secretary himself 
give much attention to the assignment 
officers, and responsibility rest* lightly 
a board.
